—The nude body of a child found 
in a .shallow grave on the grounds 
of the state tuberculosis hospital 
was identified today as that of 
Dorothy Ann Dlstelhurst, missing 
since September 19. 
.Saying "the child was murder­ 
ed,” a 
statem ent was issued by 
Prosecuting Attorney 
J. Carlton 
Loser, who added “While the body 
Is in such a state of decomposi­ 
tion as to m ake identity by those 
who knew the child impossible. I 
have other 
facts in 
connection 
with the m atter pointing to the 
conclusion that the body is that 
of the Dlstelhurst ch ild ” 
Loser’s statem ent added: 
"Leonard Pogue, child dentist 
and orthodentist, a specialist in j 
his profession, after a careful ex­ 
am ination of the teeth, reported 
that the identification is certain 
and positive.” 
The child was murdered. 
Her 
skull on the left side was crushed 
by a hammer or other blunt in ­ 
strument. 
A rag was found in her 
int uth, possibly used as a gag to 
prevent an outcry. 
"Sheriff's deputies, police, de­ 
partment of justice agents and in­ 
vestigators in 
my office are all 
working together in an effort to 
learn the motive for the hom i­
